London, April 27.—A dispatch at one of 


the embassies htre from Athens says that 
King George of Greece may at any mo- 
ment be deposed or assassinated and a 
mob is likely to take possession of the 
city. The worst is feared. 


Another special from Athens says that 


the Greek minister of marine has re- 
signed. 


Constantinople, April 27.—The Euro- 


pean cabinets are exchanging views with 
regard to the expediency of mediating 
between Turkey and Greece. 


Athens, April 27.—Tho Proia, in a spe- 


cial edition, announces that General 
Smolensk! has been appointed chief of 
staff of the army in Thesaaly, with 
power to choose the members of his 
staff. General Smolensk! is 45 years of 
age and very popular with the troops. 


The dispositions of Greek soldiery for 


the defense of Pharsalos nave been 
carefully studied by the general staff 
and the minister of war, and orders 
have been given for the occupation of 
the heights at Velegetmo and Philas- 
letepf by independent brigades. 


The Asty puolishes the following: offi- 


cial note: 
"Atter the recent events which have 


materially excited public opinion, M. 
Delyannis had a long interview with 
King George, who again assured the 
premier that he was prepared to ap- 
prove any decision the government 
might reach with a view to the im- 
provement oE the situation. After the 
audience with the king a cabinet coun- 
cil was held. It is expected that ener- 
getic decisions will be arrived at, but 
all reports as to the recalling of staff 
officers are premature." 


The Retreat From tarlBBa. 


A correspondent 
has just received ' 


from a colleague who is with the Turk- 
ish army near Tyrnavo the subbtance 
of an interview which the latter had 
vitn Edhem Pasha in confirmation of 
he panicky retreat of the Greeks. Ed- 
hem Pasha laughingly said: 


"I am really grateful to the Greek 
ommander for giving me these agreea- 
tie Quarters." The Greek retreat was a 
general rout. They left everything be- 
ilnd, including immense quantities of 
.rtillery and munitions nf war, which 
we will be able to make" use of. If 
hey had not heard the Albanians sin g- 


on their night march, we would 


lave been upon them In an hour." 


The. panic appears to have spread to 


the very center of the Greek camp. 
When daylight appeared, not a Greek 
was visible. The Greek position on 
Mount Shabana, commanding the mouth 
>f the pass, alone ^ as defended, but 
he resistance there was feeble, as the 
occupants already know that the army 
had fled. About 100 prisoners wore 
taken by the Turks. 


A dispatch from Tyrnavo says It is 


rumored there that the Crown Prince 
Constantine has fled to Volo. 


It is stated that Admiral Kamaris 


will be appointed tu the chief command 
of the eastern squadron. 


It is reported here that Trikkala has 


been evacuated, and that the Turks are 
constructing temporary forts at La- 
rlssa. 


The latest dispatches here show that 


the Greeks have occupied all the posi- 
tions around Pentepigaclia. Colonel Ma- 
nos has asked for re-enforcements in 


Colonel Dairaktans has" therefore start- 
ed with 2,000 men-to assist him. The 
report that Colonel Manos has been or- 
dered to retire Is unfounded. 


Turks Advancing on Volo. 


London, April 27.—The Athens corre- 


spondent of The Times confirms the 
appointment of General Smolenskl as 
chief of staff of the Greek army in 
Thessaly and adds: 


"Colonels Staikos and Limbritis and 


Major Conccantlnides have been 
called from Crete to serve on the staff 
of the crov n prince. The ministerial 
Pallngenesia announces that all the of- 
ficers of Constantine's staff have been 
recalled. 


"A telegram received here states that 


the Turks are within an hour's march 
of Volo. The Greek troops have been 
withdrawn ft orn the town and are 
taking the wounded from the hospitals. 
Among the arrivals from Volo are ex- 
Mintster Ralll. leader of the largest Op- 
position group in the boule. He has 
been at the scene of war and was at 
Larissa last Friday evening. He has 
published his views in the Athens 
newspapers and has already succeeded 
in concentrating upon himself the at- 
tention of the public. Some believe 
he is preparing to play the role of a 
Greek Gambetta. 
"In an interview \vith me M. Ralll 


unsparingly denounced Constantine'a 
staff, which he holds responsible for al, 
that has happened. He denies, thai 
there was any real battle at Mati, says 
the Greek troops were never defeated 
at th3f point and attributes the sud- 
den decision to aoandon Tyrnavo anc 
Larissa to the cowardice and incapaci- 
ty of the general staff."

New York, April 27.—Lieutenant Ed- 


ward S. Farrow, the retired United 
States army officer who was arrested 
at the Grand Central depot upon his 
arrival from Canada, was taken to the 
district attorney's office. He was taken 
before Extradition Clerk Valentine and 
eigned a -\vaiver oC identification, after 
which lie was turned over to State 
Agent Perkins of Pennsylvania, who 
started with him for Pittsburg. 
" After eluding the vigilance o£ de- 
tectives for more than a week, during 
which he was chased over 1,600 miles of 
territory, Farrow was cleverly enticed 
o New Tork and arrested 
Farrow is under indictment at Pltta- 
>urg, charged with conspiring with C, 
Lynford Woods to defraud the Mutual 
Reserve Fund Life association. Woods 
is now awaiting trial in Plttsburg.1 
Lieutenant Farrow formerly lived at 67 
Seventh avenue, and detectives watch- 
ed the house until an indictment was 
found and extradition papers obtained. 
Farrow slipped away, however, through 
the hack yard, and then an extraordi- 
nary chase hegan. 


To Philadelphia, Pittsburg, back to [ 


this city, and to New Buffalo, where 
he left the train and went across to 
Canada at Niagara Falls, the sleuths 
followed hot upon Farrow's trail. Then 
the hunted man went tc* Montreal and 
Toronto, finally stopping at Cornwall, 
tn Canada. There hr .ecelved decoy 
telegrams, which eve .tually brought 
him to this city, where the detectives 
were awaiting him. 
Farrow Is said to have been sending 


in as much as $20.009 of insurance risks 
a day, and his commissions amounted 
to many hundreds of dollars dally. 


President Burnharo'* Story. 


President F. A. Burnham graphically 


described the methods of Woods & Far- 
row, when seen at his residence, 66 
"East" Seventy-eighth street, as follows: 


"The partners started business aa 


bankers at Pittsl5Urg." he said, "under 
the title of C. Lynford Woods & Co. 
Woods never was a banker, and the 
whole business was a scheme to de- 
fraud 
insurance 
companies 
Their 


method wag to insure the lives of old 
and diseased men and then claim to be 
creditors, \\lth the expectation of real- 
izing upon the life policies. 


"It was a clever and deep laid scheme, 


which was operated In this manner: 
They inserted advertisements in news- 
papers, stating that they required 'col- 
ectors, men, between 50 and 60 years 
of age; easy work.'' 


'This attracted-hundreds cf appli- 


cants, who ware all told that before 
;hey could enter upon their duties thay 
must supply a bond Most of the men. 
of course, could not get bonds. Woods 
& Co. then proffered to take a policy ot 
iife insurance In place of a bond 
We 


have ample evidence that those who 
were willing to supply bonds were told 
that they were not suitable, *nd their 
services were rejected. 


"The 
prospective collectors were then 


made to sign an application f»r life in- 
surance and a promissory note. This 
note was left blank, ready to be filled 


Then the application was forwarded 


to us, signed in proper form by a doctor, 
and the policy -was issued. The blaak 
promlspory notes were then filled in for 
the sum of the pollcj', and the scheme 
was complete. 


We have, however, an inspection de- 


partment, and in the regular course ol 
business our inspectors reported that 
the large majority of the clients oi 
Woods & Farrow were old and diseased 
men, 
tho very worst class of risks. 


"For instance, one man named Bally 


was described as 57 years of age and n 
glass manufacturer. He was insurffl 
for $6.000. We found that he was a bro- 
ken down war pensioner, who before 
the wa.i had worked as a glassblower, 
but since had done nothing but drink 
whisky, draw his pension and sleep 
whprever 'iiey would let him. 


"When Woods was arrested, he im- 


mediately fell in a dead faint 
When 


he revived, he made a full written con- 
fession, to which he swore before a 
magistrate. In this he described tho 
whole scheme and claimed, that he went 
into it at the suggestion of Farrow, 
The lieutenant fled to Canada and was 
only captured yesterday." 


Fitrrow'n Statement. 


When Fairow was arrested he mad< 


sweeping: charges against President 
Burnham and the Mutual Reserve com 
pany, alleging that he V.S.B sent tc 
Plttsbui-R to do "dirty work" and fighl 
some battles for the association. 


In reply to these charges President 


Burr.ham said: 
"The man is driven to desperatior 


and now makes charges against us 
which are all 'rot.' If we knew about 
his transactions, why should he have 
been arrested?

NO FOVHTH CLASS LICENSES. 


The license commissioners of this city 


have decided to grant the saloon men no 
fourth class licenses. The fourth clai 
license gives the right to soil liquors to be 
drunk elsewhere than on the premises. 


This action of the commissioners was 


the result of a very strong petition of 
prominent business and professional men 
asking that only .first class licenses be 
granted. The action is to prevent home 
drunkenness aud minors getting hold of 
liquor. 


Just what the rusult of this action will 


bo is hard to say. The saloon men feel 
that it is a very severe blow to their busi- 
ness. Tbey further say that It will be apt 
to increase the sale by drug stores and by 
those few holding fifth class licenses. 


There is one thing certain: The police 


will have plenty of work in finding where 
every man found with liquor on his per- 
son got the same. 


There is even talk today that some of 


the saloon men will not accept a first- 
class license only or will take out a United 
States government license. 


The police will now be largely respon- 


sible for the effectiveness of the commis- 
sioners' action. They will have the work 
to do. And now the question is, was sim- 
ple withholding of the fourth class li- 
cense sufficient to accomplish the pur- 
pose aimed at? 


Let us hope so.

place. 


When estates in trust or estates of per- 


sons deceased have been divided during 
the past year, or have changed hands irom 
other causes, the trustee, executor and ad- 
ministrator, or other persons inter«ted] 
is required and warned to give notice of 
sach change, and in default of such notice 
will be held to pay tbe tax assessed, al- 
though such estate has been wholly dis- 
tributed or paid over. 


Any mortgagor or mortgagee of real es- 


tate may bring in to tbe assessor of the 
town or city where such real estate is lo- 
cated, within the time specified in this 
notice, a statement under oath of the 
amount due on uach separate lot or par- 
cel of such real estate, aud the name and 
residence of each bolder of an interest 
therein as a mortgagee or mart? agor. 


When such property is situated in two 


or more places, or where a recorded mort- 
gage Included for one, two or more estates 
or parts of an estate, an estimate of the 
amount of the mortgagee's interest in sach 
estate or part of an estate, shall be given 
in such statement on such real estate. 
The assessors sliall from such statement 
or otherwise asce-titn the proportionate 
parts of such real estate that are tbe in- 
terest of mortgagors and mortgagees re- 
spectively, and shall assess Ue same- 
Whenever, in any case of mortgaged real 
estate, a statement is not brought in a? 
herein provided, no tax for the current 
year, shall be invalidated on such real 
estate for the reason that a mortgagee's 
interest therein has not been assessed to 
him.—Chapter 175, Section I, Acts of 1892. 


When a statement m conformity to the 


law above quoted is brought in, the real 
estate therein returned will be assessed 
under Section 14,15 and 16, of Chapter 11 
of the Public Statutes. All persons and 
corporations holding real or personal es- 
tate for literary, or benevolent, charitable 
or scientific purposes, are also hereby re- 
quired to bring in to us, during said .time 
and at said place true lists of all real and 
person?! estate held on the first day of 


May, 
1897, by such persons and corpora- 


tion respectively, for the purpose afore- 
said, together with tbe statements of the 
amounts of all receipts and expenditures by 
such person or corporation for said pur- 
poses during the year next proceeding 
Baid first day of May, 1897. Such lists and 
statements to be in such detail as may bo 
required by the tax commissioner. Wilful 
omission to bring in the lists and state- 
ments of real and personal estate as here- 
in required in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Chapter 217 of the Acts of 1882, 
will subject such estate to taxation for the 
then current year.

ID digging: the cellar for F. E. Morrc'a 


ilook torn* curious things bftve been 
found. The most important is an old 
oietern which had been abandoned for 
many years and the existence of which 
watt not known. The remarkable thing 
about the cistern is the way in which, it 
was constructed. It was built by Betting 
up three rows of planks in a circle and 
filling the space between them with blue 
clay, which is of about the consistency of 
putty, and on the inside there waa one 
course of brick. It must have been an 
expensive job to build the cistern and it 
is pretty safe to say that it never leaked. 
It was probably filled up and covered out 
of sight when the town water service waa 
put in many years ago. In the bottom of 
the clatem was found a pair of old-fash- 
ioned candle snuffer* almost consumed by 
rust. Among the other thing* found in 
the cellar was « penny dated 1785 and two 
silver spoons. There belng'a legend that 
treasure was buried under a home that 
stood on this site at the time of the Revo- 
lutionary war, (he men employed on the 
job are keeping their eyes wide open in 
view of the momentary possibility of 
sending the point of a pick into a pot of 
gold. 


Fire DlHtrlft Matter*. 


The question ot street lighting will take 


some attention at the fire district meeting 
Friday afternoon. 
There is a general 


feeling that more street lights are needed 
and it is pretty certain that something 
will be done at this meeting. There are 
some people in town who would like elec- 
tric street lights, and doubtless all would 
if they could be afforded, but It Is proba- 
ble that gas lumps will be used. It is said 
that 85 lamps would supply the present 
need, arid that 50 can be put up and oper- 
ated without making the tax rale any 
higher than It was last year. 


The race for the office of chief engineer 


of the fire department will be & lively 
one, as there are two candidates dn the 
field under very peculiar circumstances.

The license commissioners met Monday 


evening at the city hall to act on the ap- 
plications for liquor licenses. 


A petition signed by many prominent 


citizens, praying that no licenses of the 
fourth class be granted, was presented by 
Mayor Hough ton, who spoke in Its favor, 
stating the various reasons why, in the 
judgment of the petitioners, this stand 
should be taken. The causes which led to 
Che petition were much drunkenness an 
Sundays and holidays, and also among 
boys, who in some way manage to get 
pails of beer. W. G. Cady and Reva. A. 
B. Church, W. L, Tenney and J. C. Teb- 
betts were also present and spoke in favor 
of the petition. The fourth class license, 
as is well understood, allows the sale of 
liquors of all kinds not to be drunk on the 
premises. 


The commissioners after hearing the 


petition and the arguments in its favor 
decided to grant only first and fifth class 
licenses, the first class permitting the sale 
of liquors of all kinds to be drunk on the 
premises, and the fifth class being what 
is commonly known here as the bottler's 
license. It allows the sale of malt liquors, 
cider and light wines containing no more 
than 15 per cent, of alcohol, not to be 
drank on the premises. 


la order that the revenue from license 


should not suffer it was decided to keep 
the fee for the first class license the same 
as has hitherto been charged for the first 
and fourth classes, viz:—$2,000. 


The city is entitled to 19 licenses aside 


from those of the druggists, and there 
were about twice that number of applica- 
tions. No action was taken on O. W. 
Welch's application, as the complaint 
against him for selling to a minor is not 
yet disposed of, and the application of 
Pooler & Casey of 29 Center street was 
rejected, it being learned that they
